At least six persons were 


killed and hundreds injured by 
tornadoes in Missouri, Iowa and 
Illinois. 


The violence erupted Tuesday 


as 
the 
Midwest basked 
in 


springlike weather that sent the 
temperatures soaring into the 
mid-70s. It happened when a 
cold air mass collided with the 
unseasonably warm air. 


A teen-age boy and two young 


girls were killed in Missouri and 
a 3-year-old boy died in Iowa. A 
policeman 
in Chicago and a 


farmer in downstate Illinois also 
died as a result of the fierce 
winds. 


Damage was heaviest in the 


Kansas City, St. Louis and Or- 
rick, Mo., areas where trees 
were 
uprooted, power

structures were demolished.

No foreign 
victims were reported. 


The torrential rains started

which isolated hundreds of cars, 
trucks and buses along a 25-mile 
stretch of the Rio-Sao Paulo 
lighway. Witnesses said a num- 
oer of cars were washed into 
the Paraiba River, which paral- 
lels the road.

Practically every nation in the world has what amounts 


to a national dish of the people . . . a form of stew which 
combines meat with vegetables and seasonings. Around 
the world these hearty dishes have one method in common 
. . . they are simmered slowly, long and tantalizingly until 
the ingredients are blended into a dish truly fit for a king. 


There's no one recipe even within the borders of a 


single country. In France, for example, the pot-au-feu 
(literally "pot on the fire") is an easily assembled soup- 
stew which simmers by itself for hours. What goes into it 
often depends upon what's on hand. Traditionally, a large, 
tall and straight-sided pot called a "marmite" is used as 
the cooking utensil, but some French cooks (and their 
American counterparts) insist that earthenware is best . . . 
others say just as strongly that it must be enameled cast 
iron. It really is most important that the utensil be large, 
since it has to accommodate a piece of beef, some sausage 
and a chicken, besides an assortment of vegetables. 


An excellent rule for any stew is this . . . if a big pot is 


not handy, then cook the meats in one kettle and the vege- 
tables in another, using some of the stock from the meats 
for the vegetables.

To prepare for the pot, be 
sure to strip off all outer leaves.

Dear Dr. Molner: I read an 


article about topless dancers in 
night clubs having sillcone in- 
jections to increase bust size. 


I have no intention of ever 


being a topless dancer but I am 
very self-conscious about my 
extremely flat chest. I have 
been considering plastic surgery 
but the expense is too great. 
Could you comment on silicone 
injections, safety, cost, etc.? — 
F.C. 


Many inquiries about this. 


Let's first make it clear that 
such injections are a procedure 
done by plastic surgeons, and 
cost would be comparable to 
any major surgical procedure. 


The breast is a complicated 


structure. The tissues, like any 
in the body, reject foreign 
materials. In the past, too often 
material which was injected or 
implanted s h i f t e d position, 
changed shape, caused irritation 
or otherwise was undependable. 


Silicone has been developed to 


the extent that it can safely be 
used for medical purposes, but 
' a plastic surgeon tells me it is 
jnot injected directly. 


No doubt techniques vary, but 


the method he uses involves 
putting silicone gel 
into a 


polyethylene sac, fashioned to 
suitable size. The sac in turn 
has an outer lining of dacron. 


An incision is made and the 


dacron 
placed 
against 
the 


muscles of the chest wall. It 
adheres firmly since tissues can 
work into the weave of the 
dacron. Thus the sac cannot 
shift position although the sili- 
cone can change shape as one 
changes position, just as normal 
tissues do. 


From all this you can readily 


judge that this is not a simple, 
easy surgical procedure. 


The natural ways to develop 


the bosom are to wait for 
maturity, to put on a little 
weight, and — this is so often 
ignored or not appreciated — to 
take pains to develop good 
posture. This last factor alone 
can make a seeming change of 
several inches. 


But let's face it. We aren't all 


created with the same shape. In 
some cases falsies are the most 
economical and painless way of 
conforming to what seems to be 
the fashion these days. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Can water 


that has 
been softened be 


harmful to the heart? We have 
a water conditioner which uses 
rock salt, and were under the 
impression that it was healthful 
until we were told that it could 
harm the heart. — Mrs. R.C. 


It does not harm the heart or 


cause heart trouble. The only 
point of significance is that the 
softened water contains sodium 
in place of other minerals. If 
because of high blood pressure 
or some other condition your 
doctor has ordered a low-salt 
diet, then do not use 
the 


softened water. Otherwise it's 
perfectly all right.

The Republican position on Vietnam, as 


expressed by Senator Everett Dirksen and 
Representative Gerald Ford, was deeply 
disappointing. It offered no real alterna- 
tive to the Johnson Administration's policy 
which is primarily characterized by a drift 
governed by events. 


"We must do all that is necessary until 


the freedom and independence of Vietnam 
are assured." said Senator Dirksen. That is 
a big order indeed and we must wonder 
why we are singling out Vietnam for this 
noble purpose. Why not the freedom and 
independence of Cuba, Angola or Yemen? 
The emphasis by the Republican leaders 
seemed to be a response to the very real 
American impatience with the war: it 
called for "a more vigorous effort on land, 
sea and in the air to bring this conflict to 
an end." The obvious implications of such 
a policy mean the unlimited bombing of 
North Vietnam, including open cities, 
similar bombardment by naval forces and 
the invasion of the North by American 
troops. Of course, the Republican leaders 
did not specifically suggest this, but it is 
difficult to see how a more vigorous effort, 
without regard to the dangers of forcing 
the Russians more actively into the war, 
could be made otherwise. 


Our policy in Vietnam unfortunately 


has been governed by this limited concept 
of influence and power around the world. 
As the Reverend Reinhold Xiebuhr put it. 
"what is at stake is imperial prestige." But 
even here we are confused. In the long run 
our Vietnamese involvement threatens not 
only better relations and lowered tensions 
•with the Communist world — peaceful 
coexistence — but heightened tensions. If 
we now get into an anti-missile defense 
race with the Soviet Union, with the cost 
estimated at S30 billion, our power will 


Trails tor Snowmobiles 


It is understandable why action should

Jhe Poster War in China 


One of the interesting sidelights of the 


battle for power in Red- China is the 
method each faction has developed- to get 
its story to the Chinese people. The use 
of posters has proliferated to the point 
that no more space is available on the 
walls of cities, government buildings or 
even private huts, and poster authors 
are spreading their scribblings out on 
the streets and weighting them down with 
stones. 


The posters appear in three forms. One 


is the size of a newspaper page, inscribed 
with delicate Chinese characters. A second 
is roughly the size of a sheet of typewriter 
paper, with the message stenciled or 
printed for mass distribution. The third is 
the bill poster, each of which features a 
single yard-high character, with enough 
pages strung together to proclaim the 
message. 


Traditional Chinese rhetoric is emi- 


nently suited to propaganda by poster. It is 


full of exaggeration and hyperbole. Thus 
Mrs. Liu Shao-chi is reviled as a "common 
prostitute," and anti-Mao intellectuals are 
"black gangsters." Enemies of Mao who do 
not qualify as intellectuals are "ghosts and 
monsters" who follow the "black line." 


Information gleaned from posters has 


provided much of the insight for the 
foreign press into what is going on in 
China today. Much of the spotting is done 
by nine Japanese reporters based in 
Peking. But there are more fresh posters 
each morning than all of them together 
can track down in a single day. How they 
are posted and by whom is also a mystery: 
one reporter prowled the streets all night 
and never observed anyone putting one up. 


In totalitarian countries where there is 


no such thing as a free press, posters can 
provide a means of communication. We 
only wonder if the Red Guards got the 
idea 
from 
students at some 
of our 


American universities. 


What's Hamilton's Status? 


Cassius Clay's on-again, off-again status 


with his draft board has been very much 
in the news lately.

No other branch of govern-

In fact, some timid experi- 
ments in that direction have 
been made. But it is difficult 
to make such aids effective. It 
is in the very nature of its 
purpose and organization, an 


unwieldly and inefficient in- 
strument. 


Around Madison, where ho- 


tel keepers, cocktail lounge 
proprietors, 
civil 
servants, 


news service agents and oth- 
ers are intimately acquainted 
with the legislature and its 
individual 
personalities, the 


common conversation piece at 
the beginning of a session is: 


"How long will it last?" 
Along toward spring there 


will be universal 
speculation 


about "when will 'they' ad- 
journ." There is never any 
doubt about the identity of 
"they." Legislators in Madison 
and probably others are re- 
garded 
as 
necessary 
nui- 


sances, not harmful, perhaps, 
but noisy and inconvenient and 
otherwise faintly undesirable. 


The thoughtful citizen may 


reflect that it really doesn't 
matter how long a legislature 
sits. What happen is what it 
does while it is in session. The 
reflective person also knows 
that a legislature cannot be 
measured by the number of 
acts it enacts. It may very 
well be that a more useful 
measure is the number of bills 
it refuses to enact or the 
number of acts that it suc- 
ceeds in repealing. 


The essence of representa- 


tive government is legislative 
deliberation, the fullest discus- 
sion and review the freest 
opportunities for public par- 
ticipation. Yet these are pre- 
cisely the reasons why the 
legislature so often appears 
p o n d e r o u s and indecisive. 
"What happened today." an 
editor may ask. "Nothing." 
the club reporter will reply 
disgustedly. 


There is very little public 


appreciation of the fact that 
only a fraction of legislative 
work is performed on the 
floor. 
Thus there 
will 
be 


contemptuous queries about 
sessions of a few hours a week 
during the earlier states of a 
session without regard to the 
fact that it takes a month or 
two to crank up the machin- 
ery, hire the clerks, print the 
bills, and hold the extensive 
public hearings w h i c h if 
waived would cause critics to' 
protest with greater violence. 


This reporter has probably 


demonstrated his affectionate 
regard for the legislature as

institution, 
personalities" 


aside. Yet he must confess a 
doubt that its image problem 
will be easily resolved.

Scarcity has driven 
them to competition and en- 
mity. It has required great 
vision, great holiness, great 
wisdom to keep alive and vivid 
the sense of unity of man . . . 
Now the distances are abolish- 
ed. It is at least possible that 
our

will conquer ancient shortage.
